A Philippine "Fish Wheel." 


The most remarkable method of net- 


ting fish is without doubt that used 
by the Filipinos m Ajanila Bay. 
The 


nets oeloug to the dip-net family, but 
are on so large a scale that one can 
hardly realize their relationship to 
that group 
This type of net, cailed 


by.the natives salamboa, often meas 
ures one hundred feet in diameter and 
twenty-five feet in depth. 
It is sus- 


pended by four small bamboo rods 
whietfhang from two large uprights 
or masts 
These masts are attached 


to the deck of the queer native craft 
called aparaoj In such a manner as to 
allow them and the net to-'be raised 
and lowered by means offline and 
tackle attached to the stern?- 


When lowered for use the net is suf- 


ficiently weighted to carry it deep In- 
to the water and there It is allowed to 
remain at rest for a while. One or 
two fishermen In small abanca then 
circle at some distance around the net 
and beat the water with flat boards at- 
tached to poles. -Thig Is to drive the 
fish toward the net, which is raised 
suddenly at the proper time.

the fish are aware of danger they are 
surrounded by the net and can. be 
quickly lifted out of the water.—F. W.

have shown that more than 4-;0 species 
of iubi'ctd inhabit the chestnut. Vv lule 
all of these are not destructive, some 
are especially HO. One, the so-called 
two-lined chentuut borer, 
JH directly 


responsible for the death of more 
timber, perhaps, than all the others 
combined. This 1« a small, elongate 
beetle which ilies m May and June 
and deposits egga ou the bark of UVJUK 
and dying chestnuts, oak, beech and 
Ironwood in the southern, middle and 
eastern states. The elongate, aleuder 
larvae mine in the inner bark and 
outer wook In such a manner as to 
girdle the trees. 
When they attain 


their full growth they transform to 
the adult stage in the outer wood, or 
bark, to emerge the following spring 
and repeat the process, investigations 
have shown that it can be controlled 
by disposing of the infested trees m 
such a manner as to destroy the bark 
oc the main trunks, during the fall 
and winter mouths. 


Ihe extensive dying of the chestnut 


in the southern states during the laet 
century, where the chestnut blight 
disease was not known to occur, to- 
getuer with extensive investigations 
in this region, indicate that there are 
a number of agencies.of destruction 
which must be investigated befoie the 
problem of protecting the chestnut 
can be solved. 


In some feeetisns of the south where 


more than fifty years ago the chestnut 
trees were abundant, very few are 
present to-day. Observations by Dr 
A. D. Hopkins, in charge of Foresl In- 
sect Investigations, during the tasi 
twenty ytars m the Appalachians 
sbow a widespread 
death of both 


chestnut and ehiuquapm during the 
period. 


In order that investigations may be 


extended in all sections where the 
chestnut grows, owners of timber 
should report to the Bureau of Ento- 
mology as to the healthy or unhealthy 
condition of their timber

tion Is especially desired from locali- 
ties repieseutiug the most northern, 
western, southern, and southeastern 
parts of its distribution, namely In the 
.North from Maine, New Hampshire

CHILLED MEAT FOR AN ARMY 


France Tries It With 
Success for 


Short Periods and Will Make 


Further Tests. 


The use of chilled meat for the 


French army is being started, accord- 
ing to the Revue Generale du Froid. 
France has used frozen beef to a con- 
siderable extent, just as do the Brit- 
ish, and German armies, but the diffi- 
culty that is presented with chilled 
beef is that it is not known how long 
or how -well it will stand the frequent 
handling necessary to army trans- 
portation. 


To further this trial cold storage 


depots were established in the last 
year at Paris, Epmal, Toul, Verdua 
and Belfort. 
When trie hot weather 


of the summer arrived the chilled, 
meats from these depots were carried 
to the camps in motor trucks and dis- 
tributed thence to the various regi- 
•ments by horse drawn vehicles. Very; 
satisfactory results are said to have 
been obtained. 


The temperature In the cold stor- 


age was from. 32 to 34 degrees Fanren- 
helt. The meat was encased in anti- 
septic muslin oags when taken out 
for delivery to the army.

Good Roads in Adjoining States 
One thousand adieu of hi«way built 


the State began itn present road 


improvement Kystem 
will 
be what 


Penn«yl vaoia can sliow at the end of 
the present year but in spite of the 
progress made by the Keystone State 
it Is being clo«ely pressed by HB neigh- 
bor commonwealths. New York aud 
New Jersey have been building roadu 
ou a definite program for several 
years, whereas this State had no sys- 
stem for its highway coubtructiou un- 
til last year, giving the two other 
States an advantage which has, oeen 
worth untold tbousaudf of dollars to 
their people. Ohio and 
Maryland 


have just created Highway building 
departments aud other states like 
Texas and Michigan are already en- 
gaged iu building on a scale that will 
make Pennsylvania look to its laurels. 


The mileage of roads improved by 


the 
State 
this 
year 
will 
be 


tne largest iu its history, but this is 
only a beginning. Pennsylvania is 
comiriittei to the establishment of a 
network of highways approximating 
8,000 miles, the greatest of any State, 
aud so located as to connect every 
county seat aud provide easy access to 
market towns in agricultural 
dis 


tricts. The adoption of just such a 
system has given New York the lead 
of every State in the matter of high- 
way improvements and resulted in 
the vutiug of ?5.000.000 a year for ten 
years to make the system the best in 
the country 


The manner iu which tbe people of 


New York have profited by their im- 
proved roads is interesting to Pennsyl- 
vania at whose expense a great par! 
of the gain has 
been. The empire 


State, not possessing except in its 
eastern part tbe scenery which char- 
acterizes almost every section of Penn- 
sylvania, made mauv of its road im- 
provetxiauts iu the 
fertile 
western 


portion, with tbe result tbat while af- 
fording splendid roids aud quicker 
means of reaching 
the numerous 


cities aud towns to sell their produce, 
they also tempted to the New York 
roads the 
heavy automobile travel 


wnich would have gone through 
Pennsylvania if this State bad the 
roads. The improved roads have de- 
veloped extensive truck farming in 
the vicinities of cities, and farms 
which for years were confined to rais- 
ing of staple grains being brought 
nearer to markets by the better roads 
are now growing produce which finds 
a ready sale. 
Another interesting 


fact is that New York has probably as 
many farmers owning automobiles as 
any State in the Union. New York 
with these good roads won the East- 
ern bound automobile traffic, whjch 
scatters dollars to such an extent tha 
New England States are now dotted 
wi'th automobile supply stores and 
hotels whose business is largely with 
tourists. 
Visitors to Eastern resorts 


aud cities have been surprised at the 
number of automobiles bearing tbe 
license tags of western States, com- 
paratively few of which go through 
Pennsylvania merely clipping 
tne 


Erie corner in order to pass from 
Ohio's fine lake side roads to the wide, 
smooth highways of New York. 


The loss in dollars aud cents to 


farmers of Pennsylvania by reason of 
inability to reach market towns more 
than once a week, due to poor roads, 
is probably many times what resi- 
dents ot this State lose by diversion of 
automobile traffic from the same cause. 
The adoption of the main highway 
system, by the legislature of,1911 gave 
the State a way to obtain the advan- 
tages possessed by New York State 
folks, and the ratification of the con- 
stitutional amendment for i the issu- 
ance of $-50,000,000 bonds' for road 
building will supply the means. The 
next legislature which meets in Janu- 
ary, will act on this 
proposition, 


which will then go to the voters for 
approval. Its adoption will put Penn- 
sylvania right up with New York aud 
furnish ttie richest of States with what 
it has most needed for a generation a 
system of good roads well maintained.

COUWTY FORTY YEARS AGO. 


Of flis More Than 3 Years Service 


in Army Mine Months Were 


Spent in Libby Prison. 


CAI-T. .TAMILS HBB&U died suddenly 


'on Sunday al'tenoon at his home on 
Baltimore Street;" this place, in-his 
80th year. For some months he has 
not been enjoying his usual health, yet 
not confined" to'the house."".
